A romantic tale lies behind a 
hald wireless message from the 
Kara Sea, celayed from, Moscow, 
announcing | the arrival off the 
‘Siberian coast of three . British 
ships, the Laos, the Arcos and .the 
. Leonid Krassin. 
These vessels left the Thames 
. on August 2 to reopen the trade; 
route discovered by the famous 
Captaia Wiggins in the ‘eighties. 
The present expedition was arrang- 
ed by the London shipping agents 
of the Sovict Gavernment, and 
was commanded by the famous 
Russian explorer, Commander 
Vilkitzky. but .the ‘captains _ 
‘crews of the ships are British. , 

Elaborate. arrangements were 
made to ensure the safety of the 
expedition, which is timed to return 
jn two months, 

The—Soviet-- wireless—stations. 
along the - coast were 
instructed .to issue reports 

. of the breaking up of the ice, but 
the prospects of the ships becoming 
icebound were not overlooxed, and 
each is provided with fuel for a 
year and extra wireless equipment 
with special direction finders, and 
an apparatus~styled James's a 
marine sentry. The, “ sentry” 
fixed tothe bottom of the ceil; 
and rings a.bell on deck when 
shallow water is reached.

Counsél for the Duke said that 
the Duchess had not been ejected 
from thé house, to which she had 
had every access."

His Lordship, having, heard argu- 
ments, said that was not a case in 
which he sould be justified in 
granting an injunction, and the 
motion was.dismissed.

, SHANGHAI, October 16, 
Shanghai yesterday awoke to the 
startling news that 5,000 of Marshal 
Lu’s troops had. come under the 
influence of. “Little” Hau, en- 
trenched themselves on the porth- 
west boundary of Shanghai and 
were for resisting Marshal Chi to 
the uttermost. . o 
The rumours, referred to and 
contradicted by us yesterday that: 
General Chang at the Arsenal had 
also tured against Marshal Chi, 
were again current but are wholly 
untrue. : 
Early in the afternoon “ Little ", 
Hou was-arrested when entering 
the Settlement in a motor, and is 
being’ detained,’ together with 
General Chen Yzo-san, who first 
turned, against. Marshal Lu and 
then against Marshal Chi, and 
other officers. : 
This eased the situation. Further 
relief is likely from the arrival of 
General Bef! Bao-shan; Governot 
of Haichow, who comes to take 
charge of the district for Marshal 
Chi. Some of his troops are 
already here.. |" ee 
“Litde” Hsu's” adventure has 
ended ina fiasco, He and Yang 
Hua-chao and other Anfu generals 
were arrested on ‘entering the 
Settlement’in a motor and are 
being detained to prevent them 
from using the defeated troops’ .of 
Marshal .Lu  Yung-hsiang for 
further-disturbances in Shanghai 
and it immediate vicinity. 
Chen Yao-shan, and’ “Little” 
Hsu organized a military cabal 
with, a view to preventing the 
peaceful entrance into Shanghai 
of: Marshal Chi Hsieheyuan and 
his troops. Their object was not a 
war measure, but was.a mingling 
of spite and selfishness. When 
Marshal Lu Yungehsiang departed 
from Lunghua he instructed 
Colonel Liu to hold the place until 
a responsible” person presented 
iimself,” Chinese, were wonder. 
ing who was the responsible 
person. The military cabal an- 
nounced . that that person was 
General Hsu_ Shu-cheny, better 
known as “ Little” Hsu, head 
of the Anfu military - group and 
defeated by General Wu Pei-fr in 
the Chibll-Anfu War. There were 
two objects in selecting “ Little ” 
Hsu: first, he is a native of Kiangsu 
and therefore, it was felt that it 
might appeal to Kiangsu people to 
have as Tuchun a native of the 
Province..: Secondly, it was 
believed that both Tuan Chiejii 


}and' Chang Tso-lin would support 


“Little” Hsu because of his 
intimate relations ‘with both 
“Little” Hsu’s ‘boast, therefore 
that he had all the money and 
munitions required was accepted 
at face value:

’ The conferences of the cabal 
were held in a house in Yates 
until 
about 9 am., yesterday that 
“Little ” Hsu finally accepted the 
command and sent instructions to

that such a “decision had been 
reached on Tuesday afternoon was 
not borne out by any of the 
evidence gathered yesterday.

Hsu's 
adventure could only damage the 
city and lesd ‘to disturbances, - If 
Marshal Chi were forced to fight

his troops at Chenju and to come 
into Shanghai with only one or 
two brigades of selected troops. 
Sufficient. troops would be sent up 
from Sungkiang to protect'the city 
and to take oyer. A‘ telegram to 
that effect was received at. the 
Kiangsu headquarters in Shanghai
